Indeed, he found an ’ entire 
interstitial microfauna of a 
special type which had made 
the tiny gaps between the 
sand grains its habitat. He 
called this habitat the mesop- 
sammalian. (Greek meso for 
between, and psammos, the 
sand.) Here is a living-space 
different from other sections 
of the ‘sea. 

The studies of Professor 
Remane met with great inter- 
est among the-scientists of the 
world, and they began to look 
for mesopsammalian animals 
in the coastal sands all oyer 
the globe.

The microfauna of | coast 
sands includes protozao, 
worms, ~ crustaceans, small 
echinodermates, and even tiny 
tunicates. which are precur- 
sors of the prevertebrates. 

Innumer able millions - of 
these animalcules populate 
the interstices between the 
sand grains, a place fairly 
well protected from external 
enemies, But inside there is 
perpetual war since most 
mesopsammalian animals 
prey on their neighbours, 

The new class of mesop- 
sammalian worms ‘which is 
quite unlike all known worms 
is known as the gnathostomu- 
lida. or little jaw-mouths. 
These worms have a length of 
one-thirthieth to one-fifteenth 
of an inch, and only four’ 
species have been found, A 
fifth ‘species’ found by a 
Russian zoologist, Dr. Mam- 
kayeff, in the Barent. Sea 
proved identical with gnathos- 
tomula paradoxa known from 
Kiel. 


Finding Niche 


The name is appropriate 
because these worms have 
indeed curious properties, 
Professor Peter Ax of Goet- 
tingen University is trying to : 
find a niche for them in the!

The prediction, which did 
not take into account traffic 
offences, was based on_fia- 
tionwide statistics gathered 
-during 1964. They showed 
juvenile courts handled 686,000 
eases, an increase of 14 per 
cent over those reported the 
previous year, 

This set a record high. But 
the report was tempered with 
a notation that the high birth 
rate in the late 1940s may 
account for much of the 
increase.: The children born 
then were 16 and 17 years old 
in 1964, and those are the 
peak years for juvenile delin- 
quency. 4 


Faster Rise 


At the same time, Kathe- 
rine B. Oettinger, head of the 
children's bureau, noted that 
delinquency cases rose 3% 
tithes faster in 1964 than the 
four-per cent increase that 
year in the number of chil- 
dren between 10 and 17 years 
of age.

Water's Surface Tension 


Supports Tiny Creatures 


By DR. CLIFFORD CARL

«The _unruffied surface of pond or lake act 
as’a perfect mirror. At certain angles it reflects 
back the reversed image of the shore and sky 
faithfully in every detail. 

A photograph of such a 
scene can unknowingly be — 
viewed upside - down, so 
identical are the two halves 
of the picture, 

This remarkable reflec- 
tive ability is the result of 
the physical make-up of the 

, water's Surface. In contact 
with the air the molecules 
of water arrange them- 
selves in a thin continuous 
sheet which makes a perfect reflecting surface 
so long as it is undisturbed by ripples. . 

The individual molecules in any liquid are 
attracted to one another by a foree akin to 
gravity. Thus drops of water when first formed 
are perfectly spherical ‘in shape, the inter- 
molecular forces causing the components of 
the drop to be drawn together te occupy the 
smallest volume possible, a sphere. 

Of course when the drop begins to fall 
friction and other forces cause the shape to 
be moulded into the conventional streamlined 
form with a rounded front end and a taper- 
ing tail. 

* * *- 

No matter what shape the drop takes the 
outer surface is made up of molecules aligned 
side by side to form a kind of elastic skin 
which goes under the name ‘of ‘‘surface ten- 
sion membrane.’ Despite its delicate nature,” 
being only one molecule thick, the film is re- 
markably tenuous — enough to support rela- 
tively heavy objects such as a steel needle on 
its surface. : 

Some creatures are designed to take ad- 

vantage of the suppprt provided by this watery 


membrane. The water-spider or pond-skater,- 


fot exaniple, skips nimbly-over the -surfacé 
without breaking through the film thanks te 


—epercial. design ofthe feet. - = 


Under the right light conditions the de- 
pressions in the surface membrane caused by 
the insect's weight can actually be seen and 
the effeet is accentuated by the series of halos 
and shadow rings cast on the bottom in shal- 


low water on a sunny day. In fact the eye is 
often attracted by these. light refractions 
rather than by the strider that causes them. 
So also does the whirligig beetle make use 
of the surface film. This little bundle of energy, 
less than a quarter inch in length, gyrates in 


‘a dizzy manner tracing an intricate pattern 


on the top of pond or lake:-Often many perform 
together, each one travelling at a fast pace, 
yet apparently never colliding with one an- 
other. When alarmed they dive through the 
surface membrane and swim rapidly to the 


‘bottom until the threat of ee’ passes, 


* * 

When they rise to the saihaie again they 
pop through the film perfectly dry as if the 
body and appendages are coated with a water- 
repellant substance. 

So that the whirligig beetle can see in the 
air as well as in the water the eye is divided 
into an upper and lower half at the water line. 
As the imsect cruises around on the surface 
with most of its body above water the. lower 
section of the eye is submerged for vision 
beneath the film. 

Insects other than the truly aquatic species 
are not adapted for dealing with the surface 
tension membrane in the water world and 
consequently they often get into trouble when 
they accidently light on the surface. Sinall 
forms are almost always trapped on contact 
with the surface film and remain imprisoned 
by its adhesive nature uritil they die of exhaus- 
tion or-are eaten by a predator. Larger species 
may break through the membrane and even- 
tually drown unless they are fortunate enough 
to come in_contact with a solid object to 
which they can cling and pull themselves free 
of the water. . 

A few land-based creatures actually use 
the surface film to their advantage. Several 
types of spiders which habitually lurk in the 
vegetation a the edge of a pond are 
light-footed — to run over the water's 
surface in search of prey. More remarkable

, LONDON—Even those who

By this decision he achieved 
three immediate results: 
Nkrumah has been kept politi- 
cally alive as an international 
figure of some consequence; 
the post-coup situation in 
Ghana is kept fluid and 
potentially dangerous, -since 
Nkrumah’s former: supporter's 
will be encouraged to withhold 
their loyalty from . General 
Joseph A. Ankrah’s new re- 
gime, and African and inter- 
national recognition of his 
regime may be delayed; and 
a new type of leadership. for 
Africa’s radical forces may 
emerge with Nkrumah as its 
spearhead. 

In this way Nkrumah— 
whose political obituary was 
being widely written just a 
week ago—has been resur- 
rected to fill in the new role 
of a living Lumumba, com- 
mitted to fighting imperialism 
and neo-colonialism. 

Nkrumah, Toure and Mali 
President Modeiba Keita have 
committed the m- 
selves to the view that 
Nkrumah’s overthrow was due 
to “western imperialists."

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Women Boosting Status 
UNESCO — Shows 


| GENEVA — Giant strides in 
the emancipation of the 
world’s women are revealed 
in a report submitted by -the 
United Nations Commission 
on the Status of Women, 
which is-now holding its 19th 
session in Geneva. 

In Europe the number of 
women students has doubled 
in some. parts, trebled in 
others in the past eight years; 
in Belgium it has doubled in 
four years. . 

More spectacular advances 
are in the less-developed 
countries of the world. In five 
countries in Africa in the past 
10 years the number of 
women students has been 
multiplied by seven, eight, 11, 
12 and 16. Six Latin American 
countries now have between 
twice and six times as many 
girls being educated: as 10 
years ago, and 15 Asian 
countries have between twice 
and 13 times as many. 


_ Proportion Up 

Almost everywhere, but 
especially in Asia and Africa, 
the proportion of women in 
the total. student body has 
increased considerably since 
1958; -it has doubled in Ethi- 
opia, Nigeria, Madagascar, 
Korea and Iran;-and trebled 
in the Sudan, Afghanistan and 
Nepal. 

The report is ‘based on. a 
survey of 104 member states 
of UNESCO (United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization) .and 
covers a total student popula- 
tion of 13,400,000. It traces in 
broad outline the advance of 
women since the first college 
to admit them in the United 
States was opened in 1837. 

The first women’s unt- 
versity in Britain (Bedford 
Coliege) was opened in 1849, 
Japanese universities, -now. 
swarming with women stu- 
dehts, did not admit them till 
1946, and higher education for 
women in Afghanistan was 
not conceded until 1951. Co- 
education at higher level is 
still not permitted in Saudi 
Arabia. - But almost every- 
where else in the world

Most women students train 
to be teachers, but the next 
most popular subjects almost 
everywhere are literature and 
the fine arts.

Not Popular 


Apart from the Soviet Union 
and some East European 
countries, engineering a.nd 
technology are- not popular 
with women. In the United 
States, men obtain nine-tenths 
of the degrees in engineering, 
law, medicine and com- 
mercial scignce, and three- 
quarter of the degrees: in 
biology and mathematics. 
American women gain nearly 
all the diplomas in nursing and 
domestic science, three- 
quarters of the diplomas in 
librarianship and -most of 
those in teaching and 
journalism 

In straight academic com- 
petifion with - men, women 
have come out top — that is, 
gained proportionately more 
awards in final examinations 
— in Bolivia, Malaysia, The 
Netherlands and Pakistan. In 
recent-years they have had a

Disadvantage 


But after graduation where 
women competé with men for 
jobs, they are shown to be at 
a disadvantage, especially in 
the business world, but also 
even in the teaching profes- 
sion. 

Although women. were long 
ago admitted in large num- 
bers as teachers in-primary 
and secondary schools, they 
are only now reaching signifi- 
cantly into the higher levels. 
In New Zealand only 7.8 per 
cent of university teachers 
are women; in Poland only 
nine per cent are rectors and 


deans, In Poland one vice- 
minister and nine members of 
the Centnal Education Council 
are women, and women form 
2%” per. cent of Israel's Na- 
tional Education Board, 

But in government, eight 
African countries have made 
women under-secretaries or 
direc tors-general, Women 
serve as directors and de- 
partmental heads in the civil 
services of Bolivia, Brazil, 
Guatemala and Mexico, There 
are women ministers of 
education in British Guiana, 
British Honduras and Finland, 
Pakistan has had’ one too, The 
Soviet Union has a woman 
minister of. culture. 

In the United States, as in 
Belgium, France, Norway, 
Spain and the United King- 
dom, women are at’ a dis 
advantage more in the busi- 
ness world than in the civil 
services or the professions, 


Man’‘s World 

“Cancidates,’". says. the .re- 
port, “are recruited at the 
university level with an eye to 
managerial posts, which 
imply authority over a pre 
dominantly male staff, the 
taking of controversial de- 
cisions, possible journeys 
abroad, and other important 
tasks which employers are 
still somewhat reluctant to 
entrust. to women. It follows 
that, in most. businesses, 
women find themselves rele- 
gated to research work, or to 
the welfare services."’ 

In sharp’ contrast is the 
situation in Eastern Eurtpe, 
where most ‘businesses are 
nationalized. There were twice 
as many women mining engi- 
neers and metallurgists in 
Poland in 1964 as in 1958, and 
at the present time 47 per 
cent of Poland's chemists are 
women. 

‘The one complete numerical 
victory over men gained by 
womén is in the medical 
profession, in Russia. In 1913, 
women were 10 per cent of 
the nation’s doctors, but in 
1940 they were 62 per cent, 
and in 1964 75 per cent. '

DENVER, Colo. (AP) — 
Many women feel the need to 
get away from the ‘“‘pots and 
pans” sameness of ordinary life. 

A group of 50 Denver women 
called the Fransisters solve the 
problem by going once a month 
to. a two-storey redwood cabin 
2% miles from Denver.
